REGISTRATION OF PATENT 
AGENTS. 


EFFECT OF NEW LEGISLATION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
Reserved judgment was delivered in favour 
of the plaintiff in the case of Mr. Hugh 
Donald Fitzpatrick, a patent agent, who has 
an office at 16 Lower O'Connell street, Dublin, 
against the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce. ‘The plaintiff, if appeared, had been 
carrying on business in Dublin since 1919. 
On the 19th November, 1927, he was regis- 
tered as a patent agent in the register kept 
at the Industrial and Commercial Property 
Office, and on the Ist July, 1930, following 
on a notification from the controller of that 
office, the Minister, by sealed order, pur- 
ported to remove his name from the register, 
the grounds for sp doing being, as alleged, 
that Mr. Fitzpatrick had ceased to be eligible 
to be registered by reason of the fact that he 
did not both reside and have a place of busi- 

ness in Saorstat Eireann. 

The plaintii claimed a declaration that he 
had not ceased to be eligible to be registered 
in the register of patent acents in the Irish 
Free State, and that the order of the Minis. 
ter purporting to remove his name from the 
register was null and void. He also asked 
for an order directing the Minister to restore 
his name to the register. 

The defendant pleaded that the order re- 
moving the plaintiff's name from the register 
was a good and valid order, made pursuant to 
Section 63 (2) of the Industrial and Commer- 
cial Property (Protection) Act, 1927, as 
amended by the Act of 1929. i 

THE ACT OF 1929. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the primary effect of 
the Act of 1929 was that a person who wished, 
on and after the 19th August, 1929, to have 
his name on the register, must satisfy the 
controller that he both resided and had a 
place of business in the Free State, and that 
if at any time subsequently he ceased to 
reside or carry on business in the Free State 
his name must he removed «from the” recister. 
It had been argued on behalf of the Minister 
that the plaintiff and those in the same posi- 
tion who, up to 12 o'clock on the night ‘of 
the 18th August, 1929, were registered as 
patent agents, suddenly, at one minute past 
12 o'clock, ceased to he eligible to be so 
registered by reason of the provisions of the 
new legislation. He did not think that the 
Statute could possibly be regarded ‘as havine 
any such application. He had-arrived-at that 
conclusion from the plain .wording of: the 
legislation without having recotirse*to any of 
the general principles of interpretation to 
which he had been referred. It was plain 
that the legislation had no reference whatever 
to those who. already had been recistered 
but was a Statute which applied to eligibility 
on and after the 19th August, 1929. The 
plaintiff. never had ceased to conform to the 
conditions of eligibility which had enabled 
him to be registered, and consequently he 
was entitled to remain on the _ register, 
Accordingty there would’ he a declaration in 
favour of the plaintiff in the terms of the 
statement of claim, .and the Minister would 
pav the costs of the action. :

Mr. Wood, K.C., then, on behalf of the defen- 
dant, Scala, applied for an order that all the 
other defendauts except nimself be dismissed 
from the action: that the committee and 
trustees be directed to bring the money into 
court, and that the money be transferred to 
the Accountant -General. 

Mí Justice Meredith—You want the Court 
to become stakeholders in this action? 

Mr. Wood—Yes. I do not want a multi. 
plicity of parties. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Joseph Reidy (instructed by Messrs. 
Ruttledge and Mac Fionnlaoic), for the com- 
mittee and trustees, said that they had no 
desire to remain in the action, save in so far 
as their duty required them to be there.

BELFAST, Monday. 
HE present session of the Northern 
Parliament is coming to an end, and 
the business of the House of Commons 
will be completed to-morrow, while the 
Senate will finish on Thursday. Both 
Houses will re-assemble on the following 
Tuesday, when the Royal Assent will be 
given to the various bills passed mg 7. 
the, session. ng summer recess wil 
eee ood hoe members will have 
about five months in which to reflect on 
the unsatisfactory conditions—commercial, 
industrial and agricultural—which de- 
press the province. The autumn session 
will commence some time in October. 
The session which is just closing has 
been the most discouraging since the 
Northern Parliament was set up. The 
financial affairs of the little State have 
given cause for grave concern to the 
Prime Minister and his Cabinet, and the 
wholesale reductions in the remuneration 
of the school teachers and the police have 
created widespread discontent. In fact, 
the Premier is still being bombarded with 
resolutions from the teachers’ unions. re- 
futing his statement that they had loyally 
accepted the ‘‘cut ” in their salaries. 
t is contended further that the 
economies will in no way relieve the in 
dustrial situation. but are merely intended 
to provide something towards the imperial 
contribution which otherwise would have 
reached vanishing point 


AN ACUTE PROBLEM. 


The unemployment problem is also as 
acute as ever, and with dwindling busi- 
néss in the shipyards and the building 
trade, it would not be surprising if 
matters became worse. | 

With a long holiday season opening 
before them the majority of our parlia- 
mentarians will be free from Jegislative 
Worries, but. no doubt, the Ministries 
concerned with labour and commerce and 
agriculture will keep in touch with the 
questions which affect the prosperity of 
the province. | 

One of the most interesting features of 
the erection of the Stormont J"'arlia- 
mentary Buildings has been the almost 
complete re-orientation of the fashionable 
development of the Belfast suburbs. 
Hitherto, the moneved classes have tended 
to gravitate more and more towards the 
Malone road district, where the Univer- 
sity is situated. . 

Henceforth, however, a different situa- 
tion is likely to arise. Virtually, the 
whole Civil Service of Belfast—which 1s 
not inconsiderable in numbers—is 
anxious to transport itself towards the 
Stormont district in order to be within 
easy reach of the Government offices. 


A HOUSING FILLIP. 


Far-seeing landowners and builders, 
anticipating this movement of population, 
have bought up all the available sites 
within a radius.of about a mile from Dun 
donald, and here houses of all kinds are 
springing up with remarkable rapidity. 
Building is in progress at a rate previously 
unknown, and property values are being 
increased, in some cases to almost fantastic 
figures. People who bought subsidy houses 
are demanding huge prices as rents and 
ground rents have been raised enormously. 

So far as the speculative builder is con- 
cerned, the. removal of the Northern 
Ireland headquarters to Stormont has

The Northern Govern- 
ment has encouraged the study of art all 
over the province, and already standards 
have been im ed enormously. Every 
school has a well-qualified teacher of draw- 
ing, in some cases young men and young 
women of considerable eminence in their 
profession. 

The movement is under the charge of a 
former Trinity man, Mr. John F. Hunter, 
who studied art first in Japan and later at 
the Dublin Metropolitan School of Art, 
afterwards going to London, where his 
work won high praise. 

Mr. Hunter was one of those who, 
during the War, were reported dead, 
but afterwards turned up smiling. He 
owed his life to the extreme “ canniness ”' 
of a brother officer. When he was reported 
killed the officer remembered that Mr. 
Hunter was carrying some important maps 
and ordered his orderly to recover them 
from the “' y.”” 

The orderly hastened to the spot to do 
so, and Northern Ireland to-day owes the 
excellence of the art training in her schools 
to the fact that that orderly had a most 
observant eye. 


THE CHILDREN’S THEATRE.

Automatic ‘Graffic Control. 


I have never yearned to be a policeman 
on point duty. 
ing life. In most large cities now science 
is taking a hand in the problem of traffic 
control, and point duty policemen 
being replaced by automatic 
which, by changes of coloured lights, warn 
drivers of vehicles to stop or go on.

The much maligned motorist, 
however, has proved that he is not so 
lawless as many people had imagined him 
to be, and the new system is now working 
smoothly wherever it has been. tried. Is 
it too much to expect that it will be given 
a show soon in Dublin?

A Jumping Event. 


Four years ago this month the people of 
Angel's Camp were anxious to try some- 
thing mew.. As happens. so often, the 
“something new was a revival of some- 
thing old, for they decided to stage a 
frog-jumping contest like that described 
by Mark Twain. The whole countryside 
entered into the spirit of the thing, and 
people brought to light the voluminous 
garments of their grandparents. A pony 
express and a covered wagon lent a further 
touch of “ atmosphere,’’ and the scene im 
the town made onlookers feel that years 
had rolled back. | 

Fifty-one competitors lined up, though 
only twelve of them performed satis- 
factorily. The Pride of the San Joaquir 
was the winner, and he established a 
world “ record ” of three feet six inches 
for one leap. There were fifteen thousand 
spectators, and the affair was an enormous 
success. Since then the Boosters’ Club 
has made this frog-leaping contest an 
annual event, which is held in the month 
of May. Last year fifty thousand people 
witnessed the jumping, and the number 
of competitors is now very much larger 
than at first. The rules have been 
changed, and every frog now must make 
three consecutive leaps, that his powers of 
endurance, as well as of jumping, may be 
tested. The Pride of the San Joaquin 
lost his title, but regained it last vear by 
covering a distance of fifteen feet four 
inches in three leaps. 


A Strange Cargo. 


I notice that an unusual cargo was 
shipped recently by the tanker Chas. E. 
Howard. of the Pan-American Petroleum 
and Transport Company, from Cristobal, 
a Panama port. It consisted of 1,500,000 
gallons of drinking water, and was des- 
tined for the island of Curacao, one of the 
Dutch West Indies. The s.s. Dorelian, of 


the Leyland Line, carried 252,270 gallons i 


from the same port, consigned also to 
Curacao. This strange cargo was ordered 
by the Dutch Government for the purpose 
of relieving the acute water shortage now 
existing in the island. Shipments will be 
periodical until distress has been relieved, 
and Curacao has again its normal supply. 

This is the first time in the history of 
the island that such action has been neces- 
sary—that is, the importation of water for 
drinking purposes—though not the first 
time that a ship's cargo has consisted 
only of water. Not so long ago 835,000 
gallons were shipped from Cardiff for the 
use of the whaling fleet in the Antarctic 
Ocean. 


Curnip Chieves. 


Going through the country during these 
nominally spring days, I see acres of land 
being sown with turnip and mangold. 
These root crops are such a necessity to 
the farmer of to-day that it is difficult to 
realise that a hundred vears ago the 
Swedish turnip was regarded as a luxury 
Ia Ireland, a garden vegetable that needed 
to be protected from theft by all possible 
means.

Now- 
a-davs, the humble Swede considered 
rath a plebeian dish to place before 
human beings, excellent though it is when 
well mashed with plenty of butter, salt 
and pepper.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The General Synod of the Church of 
Ireland will meet this week to review 4 
glorious past and try to visualize Be gs 
glorious future. Any view which leaves ou 
the children must be doomed to disappoint- 
went; for the boys and girls of to-day will 
be the clergy and laity of to-morrow. 
Education on the highest and best lines will 
fiv these children to take a worthy place in 
making the ‘latter house more glorious than 
the former.” The neglect of it must handh- 
cap them and the Church to which they 
belong, if, indeed, it does not deprive it of 
their services altogether. 

The farmer wants to see his son take his 
place in the homestead when advancing years 
call him from active service. A rural educa- 
tion—which the State provides—best fits him 
for that place; a city education generally 
unfits him. A clergyman wants to see his 
sor. follow in his father's steps. <A rural 
education catmot equip him for this position ; 
he must be sent to a boarding school. This 
Was expensive in Stag days—how much 
more so to-day? ow any country clergy- 
man could adequately educate two or three 
boys must be a very difficult problem. The 
extraordinary thing is that the Church of 
Ireland, as a Church, seems to take absolutely 
no interest in the education of the clergy’s 
sens and daughters. 

It is true that an anzmic society is en- 
gaged in this work. It gives £10 where £100 
Is needed, and helps one when five apply ; 
but that is no solution of the problem. One 
would think that the very first work of the 
Synod would he to set aside some of its 
surplus funds for this work. That there is 
a surplus is due to the faithful work of the 
clergy. It should be used to help them. 
Let us hope that a wave of Christian 
sympathy will blow through the Svnod Hall 
and make the members remove this stigma 
from the ancient Church of St. Fatrick 
before we dare to celebrate his mission or 
commemorate his advent.—Yours. etc...

“THE SQUEAKER” 
AT THE GRAFTON. 


By Our CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


The only part of “ The Squeaker,”’ which 
is the leading film this week at the Gratton 
Cinema, that is not the work of Mr. Edgar 
Wallace is the acting; everything else in 
connection with the him he would seem to 
have done himself. He has written and 
adapted the story and has directed the pro- 
duction, and the result is an exceedingly 
interesting film. While you may not “ be 
thrilled by Edgar Wallace” in “The 
Soueaker,” you certainly cannot fail to be 
hept on the stretch of excitement until the 
final word has been spoken, and the acting 
is in every respect much above that of the 
average Hollywood production. By controlling 
the producing company, directing the film, 
and writing the story, Mr. Edgar Wallace 
makes this film a testimonial to the vérsa- 
tility of the most prolific writer of the day. 

There is one aspect of “The Squeaker”’ 
that illustrates an unfortunate lack in British 
films generally—the tendency to -- the 
voice towards the end of sentences. in an 
otherwise faultlessly-acted film this fault 
must be pointed out, and directors must 
rectify it quickly, if British films are to 
achieve any marked distinction and popu- 
larity. It is, of course, one of the most 
laring faults of the contemporary stage in 
poe and, as the majority of British film 
actors are recruited from the stage, the fault 
is transferred to the “ taikie ” screen. Several 
times in the run of ‘* The Squeaker’’ the 
tones of the actors are so iow that they 
cannot be heard at the back of the 


auditorium. 
MELODRAMA. 

“The Squeaker’’ is not exactly a 
“thriller,” but it is certainly one of the most 
consistently realistic of the Wallace tales. 
The title indicates its general purport, but 
even the introduction of the current slang 
of the American gangster and the old-time 
language of the London underworld need not 
deter anyone from seeing this film because 
they believe it to be just another of those 
films which glorify the ‘crook.’ In effect, 
“The ueaker ” has the morality of the 
older melodrama; goodness triumphs in the 
end, and the ill-used and suspected person 
becomes the winner of a lady's heart, in 
addition to the hearts of audiences: i 

The story deals with the activities of a 
gentleman named Sutton, whose business is 

the extraction of graft from mugs.” In 
the home of his only friend, Friedman. he 
meets and woos Miss Stedman, whose father 
had died when she was an infant and she 
had heen adopted by Friedman. Posing as 
one of those philanthropic persons who place 
ex-convicts on the narrow path. Sutton gets 
into touch with a Captain Leslie, and em- 
ploys the ex-convict am an accountant in his 
own business. A Miss Trench, alleged to be 
Sutton’s secretary. but in reality his wife. 
tries to induce Leslie to take her out. and. on 
receiving a curt refusal, she has Leslie 
arrested for receiving the proceeds of a 
burglary. All the time the net of Scotland 
Yard is closing about Mr. Sutton, and the 
discovery of a packet of diamonds consigned 
to Amsterdam is the final piece of evidence 
needed. 


WHO FIRED THE SHOT? 


Hastening his marriage to Miss Stedman. 
Sutton departs to London, en route for Scot- 
land ostensibly, but in reality bound for 
Vancouver. At the Leopard's Club he is 
overtaken by Scotland Yard under circum- 
stances that all audiences will appreciate.

Taxation of Land

The Position Explained. 


N the Northern Senate the Leader of 
| the House, Viscount Charlemont, sm. 
ing to Mr. Dorman (Labour), who asked 
if the Government intended to impvuse a land 
value tax, said that the Government of Ire- 
land Act legislated in two directions in 
respect of taaxtion. Firstly, it stated that 
there is a general power inherent in the Par- 
liament of Northern Ireland to impose taxa- 
tion, then follows’ certain exceptions; 
secondly, it states what powers of taxation 
are reserved to the Imperial Parliament. 
The section dealing with the reserved 
powers, he proceeded, is not merely a recital 
of what is excluded from this Parliament's 
powers by the earlier section, but the ex- 
clusions are wider than the list of reserved 
taxes. ‘This is owing to the fact that, in 
addition to the exclusions, there are direct 
prohibitions against this Parliament levying 
certain types of tax. One of these pro- 
hibited taxes is “any tax of the nature of 
a general tax upon capital, not being a tax 
substantially the same in character as a tax 
in existence’’ in 1920. This caveat was, I 
believe, introduced so as to ensure that we 
have power to levy death duties. Having 
said this, I can, perhaps, now illustrate more 
clearly what the position is as regards in- 
individual types of taxes. 
RESERVED TAXES. 


Taking the reserved taxes first, we find 
that Section 22 of the Act of 1920 reserved 
to the Imperial Parliament the levying of 
Customs and Excise duty; the power of im- 
posing income tax (including super-tax), ex- 
cess profits duty, corporation profits tax, and 
any other tax on profits. I would like 
Senators carefully to observe those words, 
““any other tax on profits,”’ because they are 
of importance in considering the question in 
which, I imagine, the House is more im- 
mediately interested at the moment. In 
Section of the Act these types of duties 
and taxes are again rehearsed as being ex- 
cluded from orthern Ireland’s powers. 
There is, however, added to the exclusion 
the following: ' Any tax substantially the 
same in character as any of those duties or 
taxes” This addition was, no doubt, de- 
signed as a prohibition against Northern Ire- 
land levying a tax exactly the same in 
character as a reserved tax, but calling it by 
some other name. The final prohibition in 
Section 21 is against this Parliament im- 
posing any tax ‘‘of the nature of a general 
tax upon capital.’’ It only remains to decide 
whether a tax on land values, similar to the 
tax pro d to be levied by legislation in 
Great Britain, comes within either of the 
exceptions, so far as Northern Ireland is con- 
cerned—namely, '“a tax on profits’’ or “a 
general tax upon capital.” | 

In the opinion of the advisers of the 
Northern Government, such a tax would not 
fall within either of these exceptions. It 
follows, therefore, that such a tax could be 
imposed by the Parliament of Northern Ire- 
land. 

Replying to Mr. Campbell, K.C., who 
asked if the Northern Government intended 
to impose a tax on land values, Viscount 
Charlemont said that, as the proposal had 
not yet been passed in Great Britain, he 
could give no further enlightenment on the 


matter.

WHAT CORK READS. 


COUNCILLOR'S CHARGES 
REFUTED. 


-“ 


From Our Own CoRREsPONDENT. 
CORK, Monday. 
HE allegations made at last Saturday's 
I meeting of the Cork County Council 
that books of an immoral tendency 
were being distributed through the agency 
of the Cork County Library have been de- 
scribed to me as being absolutely untrue, and 
without foundation. 

Mr. Maurice Murphy, the member who 
raised the matter, declared that books issued 
from the County Library had been brought 
to his notice, and it was his opinion that 
they should not be allowed into any decent 
house, or read by any decent-minded person. 
The members of the County Council, he said, 
had a duty to perform to tie people to see 
that their minds were not poisoned by the 
material which, he alleged, was being issued 
by the committee. Mr. Murphy moved the 
appointment of a whole-time censor to 
examine all the books going out to the 

ublic. He was satisfied that the Librarian 
(Mr. Donal Cronin), whom he (Mr. Murphy) 
described as a very worthy young man, 
would not have the time for this censorship 
work, and accordingly, on a show of hands, 
the recommendation for the appointment of a 
censor was referred to the Library Com- 
mittee for consideration. 


LIBRARIAN'S DENIAL, 

Mr. Donal Cronin, the County Librarian, 
to-day denied these allegations, and said that 
the statements were full of exaggerations, 
with a regrettable absence of a sense of re- 
sponsibility, which one might expect in such 
a matter. He told me that the committee 
which controls the working of the Couniy 
Library scheme, was comprised oí 
clergymen (the Chairman was the Rev. 
Canon Barrett, of Macroom; school teachers, 
Christian Brothers, representatives of the 
County Council, and others, who, it was 
agreed, on their appointment, would be able 
to give valuable services in the extension and 
direction of the library scheme. 

Mr. Cronin said that the closest watch was 
kept on all books issued, and on any com- 
plaint being made regarding the matter 
contained in any book, that particular book 
was submitted to responsible people, who 
would give their opinion as to whether it was 
or was not considered to be offensive. Such 
a system was found to work very satis- 
factorily, and in the last two years two 
hundred books with immoral tendencies had 
been withdrawn. 

SAFEGUARDS. 

Another safeguard observed was to buy 
books included on the list issued by the 
Catholic Truth Society, which was regarded 
as an adequate guide in book purchases. 
Above all they had the official censorship set 
up by the Free State Minister for Justice, 
and, accepting a combination of these three 
effective systems for preventing spurious 
literature from getting into homes, Mr. 
Cronin thought that the charges made at the 
n.eeting of the Cork County Council must 
fail. 

The suggestion for the appointment of a 
whole-time censor was considered to be 
fatuous, as it was plain that one man could 
not read every book included in the com- 
mittee’s collection, numbering twenty thousand 
roughly. There were now one hundred an 
eighty-nine centres dotted over the County 
Cork, and, by means of motor delivery vans, 
every town and village was given a book 
supply, which, working on a _ rotating 
principle, had brought good reading within 
the reach of all classes. ‘The actual book 
issues for one year numbered 164,719, but this 
figure did not convey any idea of the number 
of peopje who used the library service.

Witness next saw Lily Cooper give 
Hutchinson a push, exclaiming: “ What 
right have you to interfere?’’ Hutchinson 
commenced to wrestle with her, and Miss 
Cooper fell. They were very near the cliff 
edge, and she heard Hutchinson say jokingly 
that he would push her over. Miss Cooper, 
whose head was by this time projecting over 
the cliff, exclaimed: ‘‘ Let me go, I am 
falling.’’

He admitted the main points of the Con- 
servative indictment, but he could not 
afford to offend his own left wing. Driven 
thus to the most tenuous extreme of 
ingenuity, he took the astonishing posi- 
tion that a quarrel needs two parties, 
and that, since the British Government 
refuses to quarrel with Russia, no 
Russian menace exists. By means of the 
Liberal vote the Conservative amendment 
was defeated. The trade agreement will 
remain intact, and the produce of Russian 
slave labour will continue to invade the 
British markets. 

Mr. Macdonald pleaded that his own 
patience had a Conservative precedent. 
Between 1924 and 1926 Sir Austen 
Chamberlain himself, as Foreign Minister, 
had been tolerant of Russia’s intrigues 
and had refused to expel her mischief- 
making For two reasons the 
alleged analogy is worthless. In the first 
place, though conviction came slowly to 
the Conservative Government, it came at 
last, and for the time being the Russian 
danger in England was disarmed. To-day, 
thanks to Mr. Macdonald’s weakness, the 
Soviet re-occupies its diplomatic and com- 
mercial outposts in Great Britain. In the 
next place, since Mr. Macdonald took 
office, the Russian danger has become 
vastly more formidable and more insistent. 
The Soviet’s Five-Year Plan is a challenge 
to the civilised world. It has dedicated all 
the intensely concentrated resources of a 
mighty country to a policy of world-wide 
aggression and disintegration. On the 
military side Moscow, behind her barriers

Town-Planning. 


Mr. Manning Robertson, speakinz 
before the Dublin Rotary Club yesterday, 
dealt scathingly with Dublin’s vision,- 
or want of vision, in matters of civic 
beauty. ‘‘The blind scramble after 
successful commerce,’’ he said, -‘‘ that has 
made the industrial towns of England 
unhealthy and inconvenient, as well as the 
ugliest in the world, has had its reper- 
cussions in Dublin.” Apart from the 
evil of the slums, what basis exists for 
Mr. Robertson’s charge? The city con- 
tains a multitude of deplorable features, 
but most of them spring rather from 
faulty building nearly two centuries ago 
than from the pressure of nineteenth 
and twentieth century commercialism.’ 
The ‘utilitarian urge’’ has shown few 
real traces on Dublin’s centre; indeed, 
there are instances in which this com- 
mercialised century has improved upon its 
predecessors. It is when we look to the 
suburbs that Mr. Robertson’s indictment 
obtains its fullest force. To point it, he 
cited the case of Rathmines road. Here 
commercialism has done its worst. Low, 
small shops, thrust forward to the pave- 
ment, alternate with sombre Georgian 
houses, remote from the road, which still 
with difficulty retain some shadow cf their 
former dignity. Heights and depths are 
at endless variance with one another. 
There is neither pretence to symmetry nor 
consideration of mass values, and flat 
stone roofs combine with sloping tin roots | 
to produce a straggling and discordant 


aiithority, gifted with reasonable taste, 
could have prevented these enormities with 


plittle labour. The case of the new suburbs 


ack | 


is different. These are frankly a product 
of necessity, haste and cheapness. Streets 
have been laid out where waste ground 
existed before, and no traces of an earlier 
scheme remained to guide the inartistic 
builder. In such circumstances, it is little 
wonder that most of the new suburbs are 
excrescences on Dublin, rather than 
homogeneous parts of it. Fortunately, 
the evil has not gone too far for remedy, 
and a remedy would have been at hand 
already if the ‘‘ Greater Dublin ’’ measure 
had contained a provision for town- 
planning. Why such a provision was not 
inserted is beyond the wit of man to 
comprehend. It would have imposed ne 
hardship on landlords, builders or con- 
tractors; for a well planned district costs 
no more to build than a badly planned 
district. As things are, the Free State's 
inevitable Town-Planning Bill cannot fail 
to authorise the destruction of much that 
has been wrought within the last ten 
years, before the new suburbs can rise 
again in a comelier and more convenient 
guise. The lesson will be worth the waste. 


The “ Pocket” Battleship. 


To-day the much-discussed  Ersatz- 
Preussen—soon, as we understand, to be 
named the Deutschland—will be launched 
at Kiel. This vessel is held by many com- 
petent authorities to be the most remark- 
able craft since the appearance of the old 
Dreadnought marked a revolution in 
battleship design. Not only is she a 
triumph of German ingenuity—in that, 
without infringement of the terms of the 
Versailles Treaty, she will be able to 
destroy any existing cruiser, and by her 
speed to deny action to any existing capital 
ship—but she embodies some novel 
features. In the first place, she will be 
driven by eight M.A.N. double-acting two- 
stroke motor engines, which will give )er 
a maximum speed of twenty-six knots and 
a cruising range of 10,000 miles at twenty 
knots. Secondly, to save weight, her plates 
are welded and not riveted, while, thirdly, 
her armament in relation to her displace- 
ment will exceed anything previously con- 
templated. Six 11-inch guns, firing 6701b. 
projectiles to a distance of 30,000 yards, 
will constitute her primary attack, and 
her secondary armament will consist of 
eight 5.9-inch guns and four 3-inch (A.A.) 
guns. This formidable ship may be said 
to be the direct outcome of the Versailles 
Treaty, which sought to render Germany 
virtually powerless at sea. The Reich 
proposes to lay down similar ships this 
year, next vear and in 1934, with tne result 
that by 1936 the Cerman Navy will possess 
the most powerful single squadron afloat. 
It may be remarked at this point that until 
the Naval Conference of 1935 the British 
Navy can make no challenge to the new 
German boats. The Deutschland’s trials 
will be followed with the keenest attention, 
especially in view of the fact that doubts 
have been expressed in some circles con- 
cerning the trustworthiness of her engines. 
German engineers, however, are not prone 
to err on such a point. 


A Good Customer. 


Mr. J. W. Dulanty, High Commissioner 
for the Irish Free State, quoted some 11:- 
teresting figures yesterday when he opened 
the Free State display in the Empire 
Marketing Board's shop at Birmingham. 
The High Commissionet stressed the 
advantages to the Free State and Britain of 
mutual purchases wherever such action did 
not injure their own industries. Birming- 
ham, the centre of the motoring industry 
in the Midlands, was a fortunate venue ; 
for it furnished Mr. Dulanty with the 
example which he required. In 1930, '.e 
said. the value of the Free State's 
purchases of British cars exceeded that 
of the aggregated purchases of all foreign 
countries, and exceeded 
amount spent by the overseas Dominions. 
Indeed, an actual increase in the value of 
the Free State’s purchases had been -e- 
corded, although the Board of Trade e- 
turns for last year revealed a decrease ‘un 
the case of every other nation. Mr. 
Dulanty was not slow to drive home nis 
point. If the people of the Midlands, )e 
said, would spend more money in Ireland, 
more money would return to the Midlands. 
Free State production of butter, bacon. 
hosiery and woollen goods had increased 
during the last three years by amounts 
ranging from twenty-five to fifty per cent., 
and the prices were definitely competitive. 
It is much to be hoped that the High 
Commissioner’s words will receive attea- 
tion in the Free State as well as in 
England. When a British Conservative 
Government imposes tariffs the interests 
of all the Dominions—and, perhaps, pre 
eminently those of the Free State—will be 


mercially inter-dependent, and the pros- 
perity of each ought always to be the 
concern of both.

HIGH COMMISSIONER’S 
FINANCIAL REVIEW.

LONDON, Monday. 
R. J W. Dulanty, C.B., High Com- 
missioner for the Lrish Free State, 
went down to Birmingham t'is morning 
to open, at noon, the Irish Free State 
trade display in the shop provided by the 
Empire Marketing Board. The Lord 
Mayor of Birmingham, who presided at 
the ceremony, offered a warm welcome to 
the High Commissioner. 

The Lord Mayor was supported by a 
very representative gathering of members 
of the wholesale and retail trades of the 
city. 

In recommending the people of the 
great motor-producing area of Birmingham 
and district to increase their putchases of 


Trish products, Mr. Dulanty said that the 


lrish Free State was, without exception, 


ithe biggest customer that this country 


possessed for British made motor cars. 
The value of their purchases of British 
cars was greater in 1930 than that of all 
the foreign countries in the world put 
together and was also greater than that 
of the overseas Dominions put together. 
The Board of Trade returns for last year 
revealed the interesting fact that, whilst 
every other country in the world reduced 
its purchases of British cars, cycles and 
tyres, the Irish Free State purchases 
showed an increase 

The quality of the Irish Free State 
goods had earned the warm commendation 
of the British buyer, and they sought no 
higher commendation. The prices were

definitely competitive, and if she people of 
the Midlands would buy more Irish Free 
State products they would, in that way, 
enable the Lrish people to increase the 
already substantia! trade with 
in manufactured goods not produced in the 
Irish Free State. 


INCREASED PRODUCTION, 


Although the period which had followed 
the creation of a native Government in 
the Irish Free State had been one of 
world difficulty and depression, there 
were, nevertheless, definite signs of 
economic progress in that country. A 
comparison of the Irish censuses of pro- 
duction for 1926 and 1929 showed that 
material increases in production had been 
achieved in a great majority of their home 
industries. 

Taking the commodities of which repre- 
sentutive samples were being shown tn the 
Birmingham shop, Mr. Dulanty said that 
in the three vears referred to production 
had increased in the case of butter by 
about twenty-five per cent., bacon and 
hams by thirtv-one per cent., hosiery by 
about fifty per cent., and woollen and 
worsted by thirty-one per cent., with an 
appreciable increase in employment as a 
result. A decrease of three per cent., 
occurred in the brewing in- 
dustry. Further examples of increases in 
production were:—Light footwear, in- 
creased by fourteen per cent. clothing by 
about fifty per cent., confectionery and 
jams by approximately forty-five per cent., 
whilst the manufacture of soap had more 
than doubled. 


FREE STATE’S CREDITS. 


The financial position of the Irish Free 
State was also encouraging. They were a 
creditor nation, with, it had been esti- 
mated, about one hundred and _ fifty 
millions invested in Great Britain. In 
the summer of last vear the Governments 
of Japan, Germany and the Irish Free 
State sought public subscriptions for 
National Loans, and, whilst Japan and 
Germany paid £6 13s. 8d. per cent., the 
Irish Free State Loan was immediately 
over-subscribed at the lower - yield of 
£4 17s. 6d. per cent. This stock had ap- 
preciated, and now stood at a premium of 
seven guineas per cent. The ready sub- 
scription to their National Loans and the 
widespread holding of small amounts in 
Savings Certificates indicated a confidence 
of the Irish people in their*own country. 


SOUND FINANCE, 


The financial administration of the Irish 
Free State, he thought, would bear com- 
parison with that of any other country in 
the world. Their Budgets balanced ~ ith 
ease. Without any increase in taxation, 
the current year’s Budget would balance, 
with a small surplus, but the Government 
had decided to grant £750,000 to relieve 
agricultural rates, in addition to 
£1,100,000 already yiven for this purpose. 
The income tax remained at 3s. in the &, 
while the surtax ranged from 9d. to 4s. 6d, 
in the £. ‘During the present vear an issue 
of £1.200,000 worth of Land Bonds would 
be made to provide the State contribution 
to the purchase of tenanted land. 


FARMERS AND PRODUCE, 


The farmers of Ireland were now secure 
in the ownership of their holdings, for 
which they paid a low rent, They were 
relieved of much of the burden of local 
rates. As the farms were small and the 
income tax assessment basis favourable, 
few paid income tax. They got long-term 
credit from their own Agricultural Credit 
Corporation, Every encouragement was 
given to them to stock healthy cattle of 
the best breed and to test milk yields. 
They were compelled t- grade and test 
their produce before offering it for sale, 
and Government inspectors saw to it that 
the regulations for cleanliness, purity and 
standardisation were enforced. 

British buyers had rightly earned the 
reputation of being amongst the shrewdest 
buyers in the world, An Irish producer 
never expected that his goods would be 
considered unless they ‘were right in 
quality and price, and in respect of both 
these factors the lrish to-day challenged 
comparison with ‘any other country com- 
peting on the British market. It was no 
more than good business to buy from those 
who bought from you, and they felt that 
they were éntitled to whatever reference 
was due to them as being one of the biggest 
buyers of British goods.

CRASH ON TO A 
FISHING BOAT. 


SECOND MAN HAS 
FORTUNATE ESCAPE.

A” aeroplane flying across Lough 

Neagh yesterday afternoon crashed 
and fell upon a fishing boat, killing a 
man named James Hannon, aged 33, of ' 
Antrim, who was fishing with his father. 

Other fishermen hastened to the scene 
and towed the boat, which was in a sink- 
ing condition, to shallow water, and 
removed the remains of Hannon to the 
shore. 

The aeroplane itself fell into the water, 
and the pilot, Flying-Officer Sharpe, of 
Nottingham, was rescued by another boat. 
He was uninjured. 

The dead man was a well-known Antrim 
fisherman and inter-provincial hockey 
player. He and his father were engaged 
in fishing, and the latter had a fortunate 
escape from injury. When the aeroplane 
was falling he lay flat in the boat, and as 
a result was uninjured. . 

Mr. William Hannon, a cousin of the 
dead man, who was fishing in a boat some 
distance away, on noticing the aeroplane 
fall, rowed quickly to the scene. 


FLYING LOW. 


In an interview he said: '' The aero- 
plane was flying about twenty-five feet 


i above the water after it passed us. We 


were about 200 yards from the boat in 
which the deceased and his father were 
fishing. Mr. Wallace, who was with me, 
passed the remark, ‘ She is going to hit 
the Hannons’ boat.’ I turned round and 
suddenly heard a crash and saw the aero 
plane strike the boat. 

“ We then threw our nets out and went 
to the assistance of James and his father. 
When we got over to the boat James was 
lying. in his father’s arms, and his father 
was holding him up. We were going to 
remove him into our boat, but he was 
very badly injured, and we thought it 
better to take him to the shore in his 
own boat. 

““One of the oars of the boat was 
smashed and we got our oars and attached 
them to his boat. We then went to the 
assistance of the pilot, who had succeeded 
in getting out of the cockpit, and was 
clinging to the partially submerged 
‘plane.”’ 


SOMERSAULT INTO WATER. 


In describing the movement of the aero- 
plane after it struck the boat, Mr. 
Hannon said that it gave a cireular swing 
and somersaulted into the water. 

The aeroplane was a two-seater Horsley 
light bomber. It is understood that the 
pilot was over from Nottingham on a 
qualifying course of firing and bombing 
exercises and was flying over the Lough 
at the time preparatory to carrying these 
out. 

Air Force men from Aldergrove later 
guarded the ‘plane, which is lying over- 
turned in the water.

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Monday. 


The Minister of Finance states that, 
following on his order, the Bourses of 
Madrid, Barcelona and Bilbao are open 
again, and that all State and industrial 
securities show great firmness. 

In his order for the opening of the 
Bourses the Minister laid down rules to 
stop speculation. 

A decree reorganising the Army is 
shortly to be published by the Minister of 
War. There will be only eight infantry 
divisicns and one cavalry and two moun- 
tain brigades, apart from the forces 
garrisoning the islands and the naval 
bases. 

The Minister of Labour announces that 
the work of rectifying the electoral register 
will be concluded by the fifth of next 
month, and that the general election will 
take place on June 28th. 


NUNS’ PRISON WORK. 

Senorita Kent, the new Director-General 
of Prisons, who is an Irishwoman, says 
that she is going to put an end to the 
services performed by nuns in prisons for 
males, and that the nuns will have to clear 
out of these prisons within a month. 

The arrest, pending legal proceedings, of 
the parish priest of the village of 
Manzanares is announced by the Civil 
Governor of Madrid. The reason given is 
that he had on several occasions accused 
the Republican Government of being guilty 
of the burning down of convents. 

Answering some queries as to newspaper 
statements that the Jesuits were leaving 
Spain, the Minister of the Interior said 
to-day: “ All I know is that the Jesuit 
monasteries have been abandoned. It 
seems that the Jesuits are assembled at 
the Loyola Monastery, near San Sebastian. 
If they are leaving the country it is of 
their own free will, because the Govern- 
ment has given no order in that sense.’’ 


BISHOP ASKED TO LEAVE. 


The Bishop of Vitoria has left the 
country under unusual circumstances. 

The Minister of the Interior announces 
that, following repeated request by him 
that the Bishop should cease paying visits 
of a political character to members of his 
flock, such visits being a danger to the 
public peace, the Bishop refused to comply 
and continued to embroil himself in 
politics to such an extent as to menace the 
‘spiritual and material peace of the 
Basque country. 

The Ministerial Note continues :—‘‘ In 
view of this, the Minister submitted for 
the prelate’s reflection the desirability of 
leaving Spain, thus avoiding regrettable 
incidents,’’ i | 

The Bishop agreed to this courteous but 
firm uest, and has now crossed the 
French frontier.

WAGES. 


COMPANIES’ NEW 
DEMAND. 


ALL-ROUND REDUCTION 
OF TEN P.C. URGED. 


HE decisions arrived at by the Irish 
Railway Trade Unions and the Irish 
Railway Companies in the provisional 
agreement recommended by the Negotia- 
tion Committee, which provided for a four 
and three-eighth per cent. cut in the wages 
of locomotive men, firemen, cleaners, 
guards, porters, etc., were considered at a 
conference held in Dublin yesterday, con- 
sisting of representatives of the railway 
compunics and the trade unions. 

The proceedings were private and lasted 
several hours, after which the following 
official statement was issued :— 

A further meeting of the Irish Railway 
Wages Negotiation Committee, consisting 
of the representatives of the Irish Railway 
Companies and the Irish Railway Trade 
Unions, was held to-day to consider thé 
decisions come to by the parties concerned 
as a result of the provisional agreement 
reached at the last Negotiation Committee 
meeting. 

It was reported that terms of the pro- 
visional agreement had been agreed to by 
all the railway companies concerned, and 
by the Executives of two of the three trade 
unions, and had been further confirmed at 
delegate meetings of the Amalgamated 
Society of Locomotive Engineers and Fire- 
men and the Railway Clerks’ Association, 
and had been rejected by the N.U.R.’s 
delegate meeting by forty-seven votes to 
forty-two. 

Under the circumstances no agreement 
could be come to, and the claims of the 
Irish Railway Companies have been re- 
ferred to the Irish Railway Wages Board. 


TEN PER CENT. REDUCTION 
CLAIMED, 


The result of the failure of the 
Negotiations Committee to reach agree- 
ment is that the Associated Railways will 
proceed immediately with their full 
demand for an all round reduction cf ten 
per cent. in wages before the National 
Wages Board, of which Mr. Justice Wylie 
is Chairman. 

The railway clerks agreed to a cut of 
3} per ceut. in wages, the Amalgamated 
Society of } ecomotive Engineers and Fire- 
men agreed to a reduction of 43 per cent., 
but the N.U.R., in face of the strong 
a‘'vice of their executive, refused to accept 
any reduction. by the narrow majority 
met ticned. 

Our representative was informed f1) at 
the representatives of the A.S.L.E. and F. 
and the R.C.A. indicated their willingness 
t> sign the terms of the provisional agree- 
ment which the companies had formerly 
agree:| to accept, but that the compamies 
n>w objected to this partial agreement. 
The A.S.L.E. and F. representatives con- 
tended that it was unfair and illogical to 
take them again before the Railway 
Wages Board and again fight out a matter 
on which agreement had already been 
reached. The various proposals in regard 
to the whole of tne railway staffs will now 
go before the Railway Wages Board. 

The two unions hold that their position 
has been seriously prejudiced by the 
publication of the terms of the provisional 
agreement, and it is believed that when the 
matter comes before the Board they will 
strenuously urge the case that no real 
disagreement exists between themselves 
and the railway companies. 

If the reduction sought to be effected by 
the companies becomes operative it will 
mean a saving of about £250,000 on the 
wages bill, but if the three unions agreed 
they were prepared to accept £86,000. 

It is expected that the companies will 
make application to the Wages Board 
without delay, and the case must be 
heard within twenty-eight days of the date 
of application.

European confidence received a disagree- 
able shock when the two G@overnments 
announced their decision to negotiate a 
Customs Union. The severity of the shock 
and the repercussions which have followed 
it condemn the secrecy in which the 
agreement was negotiated and the 
way in which it was sprung upon 
Europe; but the shock has had one 
good effect: it has stirred the Governments 
out of the leisurely complacence with 
which they have hitherto treated the 
economic difficulties of the less fortunate 
countries. They have now begun to 
realise that the organisation of economic 
co-operation is not a matter for philosophic 
debate and leisurely inquiry, but for 
urgent consideration and prompt action. 

The French proposals are themselves 
evidence of this awakening, as is the 
changed attitude of Czecho-Slovakia and 
the other members of the Little Entente. 
More, perhaps, than any other factor, it 
has been their exclusive economic 
nationalism ‘which has reduced Austria to 
her present position, but they are now 
eager to consider measures conceived in a 
very different spirit. M. Benesh, like M. 
Briand, has recognised that the Austro- 
German proposals cannot be met with a 
mere negative. He has advocated a con- 
structive programme on much the same 
lines as the French suggestions now before 
the European Commission, and has urged 
that the ultimate goal of their endeavours 
must be the constitution of an economic 
unit of Europe. 

All ‘this is to the good. Small economic 
units with restricted markets, such as 
those ‘into which Eurupe is divided to-day, 
are out of date in an age of mass produc- 
tion and rationalised industry. t is a 
matter for discussion whether the required 
co-operation and development can be 
attained better by general agreements, 
requiring much time and patience to con- 
clude, and then too often only accepted 
with far-reaching reservations, or by a 
series of regional understandings which 
could ultimately be merged into a wider 
economic unity. i 

The time has come when such guestions 
should be considered from the purely 
economié point of view and cease to be 


inflamed by the importation into them of 


political rivalries and animosities. Politics 


-will not solve the economic difficulties of 


Europe, but economic co-operation, if it 
can be secured, might very well take much 
of the poison out of political irritants. In 
spite of the ugly temper which has been 
roused on both sides by the discussions of 
the proposed: Austro-German union, both 
sides seem to ise that there is a 
common interest and that this common 
interest can only be served by vo-op@ra-

“ The Council of the League of Nations 
has the honour to request the Permanent 
Court of International Justice to give an 
advisory opinion in accordance with Article 
1 of the Covenant on the following ques- 
tion: 

“ Would the régime established between | 
Germany and Austria on the basis and 
within the limits of the principles laid 
dawn by the Protocol of March 19th, 1931, 
the text of which is annexed to the present 
request, be compatible with Article 88 of 
the Treaty of St. Germain and with Article 
No. 1 of the Protocol signed at Geneva on 
October 4th, 1922. 

“The Council requests that the 
Permanent Court will be so good as to 
treat the present request for an advisory 
opinion as a matter of urgency. The 
Secretary-General is authorised to submit 
the present request to the Court to give 
any assistance required in the examina- 
tion of the question, and, if necessary, to 
take steps to be represented before the 
Court.”’ 


A NECESSARY STEP. 


Mr. Henderson said: “ As it wa at my 
request that this item was inserted in the 
agenda of the Council, my colleagues will 
perhaps allow me to indicate in a few 
words the motives which Jed me to make 
that request. May I make it clear to the 
Council that I do not desire to question 
the intention of either the German or the 
Austrian Governments. Doubtless they 
were influenced by the serious economic 
situation with which they were confronted 
and by the impelling need of such action 
as might effect some relief to their pre- 
carious economic and financial position. 
The decision, which I shal] invite the 
Council to take, seems to me all the mor 
necessary in view of the immediate effect 
created by the promulgation of the terms 
of the new protocol.” 

Continuing, the British Foreign Sécre 
tary said that in his opinion the matter 
raised important economic and even politi 
cal questions, but thev. as a Council. 
were concerned only with the juridici 1] 
aspect that morning. He, therefore, pro- 
posed that the matter be referred to the 
Permanent Court.

M. Briand, speaking in low and almost 
inaudible tones, upheld the resolution, 
and referred to the deep feeling of opposi- 
tion which the Austro-German agreement 
had excited. 


THE FRENCH STANDPOINT. 


“The French Government,” he said, 
“regards it as a breach of solemn inter- 
national obligations and an attack on the 
economic independence of Austria, and 
also as entailing the danger of political 
aevelopments, involving grave risks to the 
peace of Europe.’’

We are 
certain we have acted within the scope of 
existing treaties.’’

FOR FREE STATE. 


TO BE NAMED’ BY MRS. 
COSGRAVE.

LONDON, Monday. 

.N July three new motor lifeboats, which 

the Royal National Lifeboat Institu- 
tion has stationed in County Cork, will be 
welcomed by President Cosgrave in the 
name of the Free State Government, and 
the naming ceremony will be performed by 
Mrs. Cosgrave. These are the new boats 
for Courtmacsherry Harbour, Ballycotton 
and Youghal. The first two are already 
at their stations, and the Youghal boat will 
shortly leave the building yard at Cowes. 
When she arrives all four lifeboat stations 
on the coast of Cork will be provided with 
motcr lifeboats, the fourth being at Balti- 
more. The three new boats are of the latest 
types, the Ballycotton boat being a 51-feet 
Barness Stromness boat, with 60 h.p. 
engines; the Courtmacsherry boat, a 
45-feet Watson cabin boat, with two 40 h.p. 
engines; and the Youghal boat one of the 
new light motor lifeboats for launching off 
the beach, 35 feet 6 inches long, with a 
35 h.p. engine. 

The ceremony at Courtmacsherry will 
take place on July 6th, and those at 
Youghal and Ballycotton on July 7th. 
These three boats are gifts from London, 
Birmingham and Sidcup. The Ballycotton 
boat will be named ‘‘ The Mary Stanford.’’ 
She is the fourth lifeboat of that name to 
be built out of a legacy received just fifty 
years ago from the late Mr. J. F. Stanford, 
of London. The Youghal lifeboat will be 
named “ Laurana Sarah Blunt.” She is 
one of two lifeboats for the Irish coast now 
being built out of a legacy received from 
the late Dr. Vernon Blunt, of Birmingham. 
The Courtmacsherry Harbour lifeboat will 
be named ‘‘ Sarah Ward and William 
David Crosweller,’’ and has been built out 
of a legacy. from the late Mr. William 
Thomas Crosweller, of Sidcup, Kent.

DISCUSSED BY SOUTHERN | 


ASSOCIATION. 


The annual meeting of the South of Ire- 
and Point-to-Foint Association was held 
vesterday at Limerick Junction. Mr. RK. 
Barry presided, and there were also present : 
Messrs. E. Boyle, Clonmel Harriers; W. 
kennedy, ditto; M. McCarthy, ditto; 
Jovee, Kilkenny Hunt; W. Hyde, Funcheon 
Vale; M. Walsh, Tallow; W. O'Shea, Kilmo- 
gannv; R. Curran, ditto; W. Madden, Lis- 
carroll; O. W. Madden, Lismore ; FR. Crotty, 
Tyamore; Roger J. Lenahan, Kilmacthomas, 
and J. C. Heelan, hon. secretary, Liscarroll. 

The Chairman said that it seemed that they 
were unable to agree on new rules drawn up 
by the Irish National Hunt Steeplechase 
Committee regarding the promotion of oint- 
to-point meetings. They were unable to 
agree on the exact meaning of the terms of 
at least two of the rules. One was Rule 12, 
which applied to tle amount of stakes to be 
riven at any particular point-to-point fixture. 
He did not know if it was confined to the 
sum of £80 for the meeting or to the several 
races of £25 each. There was acute difference 
of opinion on that rule, and he suggested 
that they should discuss it for enlightenment. 

The rule which debarred winners (after the 
age of two years) of races at open or regular 
race meetings from competing at point-to- 
point meetings would also lead to contro- 
versy. 

For some of the other rules they ought to be 
gratetul to the National Hunt Committee. 
The rule with regard to general entry was 
all right. At some meetings, he said, there 
was laxity in not seeing if some riders carried 
the correct weight in their races after being 
weighed out. Some unsporting things also 
occurred, and the Committee should have 
power to deal with them. 

Mr. Curran, Mr. McCarthy, Mr. Heelan. 
Mr. Jovee and others said that nothing of 
the kind occurred at the meetings in their 
counties. All of them were well regulated, 
and stewards were appointed to take the first 
three horses and riders to the weighing scale. 

Mr. Walsh said that it would be well that 
an inspector should be appointed to see that 
such meetings were properly run. 

The meeting considered that the total prize 
money at. any one yoint-to-point fixture 
should be raised to £.25, and that one race 
on the programme should be open to all 
horses, winners between the flags or other- 
wise. It was decided to send a deputation 
to the I.N.H.8. Committee for the purpose 
of placing before them the views of the 
South of reland Point-to-Point Association.

ASSOCIATION DENIES 


INTERFERENCE.

The case of the Irish Sugar Manufacturing 
Company, Ltd., against the Irish Sugar Beet 
Growers’ Association, Ltd., and others, was 
mentioned at the sitting of the Court, when 
an application was made that the motion for 
an interlocutory injunction should take its 
place in the list. ; ;

THE TWO IRISH 
GOVERNMENTS. 


ACCOUNTANTS’ TRIBUTE. 
ats BAL. 


The twenty-eighth annual general meeting 
of the Society of Incorporated Accountants 
in Ireland was held during last week at 
the offices, 34 Dame street, Dublin, the Pre- 
sident, Mr. Robert Bell, being in the chair. 
There. were also present :—-Messrs. A. H. 
Walkey, R. J. Kidney, C. P. 
M.Comm. (Cork); T. Condren Flinn, W. H. 
Jordan (Drogheda); A. C. Storey, A. I. 
Riley, A. P. 
Reid, W. A. Kenny, J. G. Dowling, T. R. 
Beddy, G. J. Moore, and A. J. Walkey, hon. 
secretary. 

The report stated that a ‘‘record” num- 
ber of candidates sat at the Dublin and 
Belfast examination centres in May and 
November, 1950, the total being 
72, comprising 21 = final, 24  inter- 
mediate, and 27 preliminary candidates. 
Of these, exactly 50 per cent. were successful, 
and at the final examination held in May, 
1930, Mr. Edward M. Forde, of the Chief 
Accountant's department, Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce, Dublin, obtained the 
second certilicate of merit. ‘The total number 
of candidates who sat for this final examina- 
tion was 531. 

The membership of the Society, both in the 
Irish Free Staie and in Northern Ireland, had 
continued to increase, and now consists of 40 
Fellows and 107 Associates, whilst there was 
also a very satisfactory increase in the mem- 
bership of the students’ sections. 

At the last general meeting reference was 
made to the Irish Free State Bankruptcy 
Commission, which was then shortly expected 
to issue its report. This has since been pub- 
lished, and the recommendations in regard to 
the liquidation of joint stock companies are 
particularly interesting to the profession. In 
the main they follow the provisions of the 
Engiish Companies Act, 1929, and it 1s to be 
hoped that legislation on the lines suggested 
will be introduced as soon as possible. 


THE CHAIRMAN. 

In moving the adoption of the annual re- 
port and accounts, the President said—We as 
accountants must view with alarm the con- 
tinued depression in the life of the commer- 
cial community, which in its world-wide 
application has been without preeedent. 
looking for cause and cure we are supplied 
with data, the views of experts, the records 
of combines, the findings of Commissions and 
the collaborations of nations such as never be- 
fore were availabie, towards finding a selntion 
of commercial difficulties. ‘The general effect, 
however, of all this is to intensify rather 
than to allay our feeling of alarm. Is it a 
corollary of the amassing of this informa. 
tion that taxation, both municipal and 
national, has assumed proportions far in 
excess of any peace time taxation ever 
known ? 


The accountancy profession has in recent’ 


vears been accorded a place in the life of 
the community in importance far beyond any 
reviously experienced. Is this also a corol- 
ary of the amassing of the information | 
have mentioned, or is it in consequence of 
modern taxation? If the latter, I think we 
are in danger of losing the substance 
in chasing the shadow. I suggest that 
the labour spent in attending’ te 
taxation matters is not production 
in its true sense, and that our services to the 
community would be more beneficial if, by 
simplification of taxation, we were able to 
devote our time more and more to acting in 
an advisory capacity, whether to private or 
public boards, municipal bodies, or national! 
administration.
